CHINA MOVES CLOSER 
TO POLITICAL BRINK 


PEKING 一 The move towards a 
revival of political reform has be- 
come a headlong rush，according to 
Leo Goodstadt of the Far 尼 asterrz 
正 co7ztomzzc 尺 eview. With the rapid 
industrial growth and new technol- 
o8y that has engulfed China since 
1969 has come a_need to overhaul 
the superstructure，say the stricter 
Marxists in China. 

Out of this leftist push for reform 
has grown the anti-Confucius cam- 
paign，supposedly a covert jab at 
Chou En-lai and his associates. The 
premier has been held responsible 
for China's recent moderate poli- 
cies. 

A recent article in Da Kxrg Pao 
attacked Confucius for his ability to 
adapt to _ changing political trends， 
and for his careful dress. Both these 
”criticisms”can be applied to Chou 
En-lai, as Fox Buttetfield points out 
in the New YorK Tzmazes. 

Meost of the veiled attacks have 
been published in Shanghai papers 
controlled by radical leftists， 
thought to be closely allied to Mao 
Jse-tung and including Wang 
Hung-wen，Yao Wen-yuan，and 
journalist Chang Shun-chiao, 

But the reforms are meeting with 
Some Opposition. So far there seems 
to be popular resistance to a return 
of the anarchy and uncertainty of 
the Cultural Revolution.

KPFA ACCUSED OF RACISA

“Hey， hey， what do 
Say/Racism lives at 氏 PFAI” 

94.1 demonstrators shouted fraud 
last Thursday. Braving Arctic rains 
and exposing themselves to poten- 
tial bouts with pneumonia，they 
picketed radio station 必 PFA， 
cartying placards that cried of 
racism and hypocrisy in a station 
“that proborts to be progressive and 
concerned over the needs of ITIhird 
World .people.” 

They were protesting the “abrupt 
and :arbitrary” cancellation of 
“Chinese Youth Voice” (CYV)，a 
Mandarin-speaking program，from 
the air at the end of Januatry 1974 
(E/W, 172). They cited as arrogant 
and racist the reasons offered by 
KPFA for the termination: () 
KPFA is no longer interested in 
broadcasting Chinese programs; (2) 
KPFA contends that Chinese who 
Unhderstand Mandarin also under- 
stand English; and (3) 玉 PFA says 
that there is no extensive Support for 
CYV among KEPFA listeners. 

The mood was more than quies- 
cent and cordial.“Tm angry,” said 
Judy Poonm，co-ordinator .of CYV. 
“KPEFA staffbelieves we're acting in 
good faith, but says picketing is too 
extreme an action to take. Isay how 
else can We get to a management 
that has refused to talk with us. 
Picketing is _ visible; at least they']l 
know we exist,，” she ,added.

AN INDEPENDENT VOICE 


(The following statement was delivered at an East/ 
West editorial board and staff party February 23, 1974. 
一 Ed.) 


In the past years，though the staff at East/West 
recognized the community needs and Problems，at 
times we found it difficult to address ourselves com- 
pletely and openly to the reality. 

We have shied away from reports on the problems of 
gangs，gambling operations and drug trafficking，for 
the simple reason that we have no way to protect OUT 
reborters and editors from the brutality of the under- 
world. 

We have been running the paper with very little pat- 
ticipation from the community. In the early years of 
East/West，we were afraid many of the Same divisive 
elements in the community could come to the paper and 
destroy it。 However，this undemocratic stand is not 
healthy and we are changing it by restructuring our edi- 
torial board. From now on the stafft will work closely 
with the board and -all major editorial decisions will 
come from this board. 二 

We have not devoted much space to reporting events 
and problems relating to China. To our critics，we 
would say that East/West is first of all a journal of 
Chinese-Americans. Our editorial emphasis is on local 
community problems. There is no lack of journals and 
books from China，and East/West will not duplicate 
their _ efforts in this_ area，However，East/West will 
continue to _ provide a Chinese-American viewpoint on 
issues relating to China，and will print articles about 
China which we feel our readers are interested in. 

Wehave been providing space for dissenting views for 
a long time. Though some factions of our community 
are Unhappy with this practice, we nevertheless feel that 
issues should be aired openly. We will continue to 
educate our community to have the patience and objec- 
tivity to look at an issue from both sides. 

Contrary to rumors in the commtunity，East/YVest 

_writers and reporters do not belong to a clique or hold a

sinpgle type of ideology. The only bond between ouUr sta 储 ， 


and writetrs is a concern for the common good of the 
community. Diversity of the writers' backgrounds, free- 
dom of expression，minimal editing，and encourage- 
ment to cover a wide variety of topics，will continue to 
be a strength of East/WVest. 

Although it has always been difficult to balance the 
budget at East/West, finance has never been our first 
consideration， We have no illusion as to the financial 
difficulties of publishing, but we have long rejected the 
idea of soliciting Support 位 om interest groups. We feel 
that so long as this community is divided and tension is 
mounting, the only voice that can shed light in darkness 
is that of an independent voice. 

It is our hope that this independent voice will bring 
positive contributions to our troubled community.
